«Let me introduce to the readers|the telephone, and in a hundred 


of this paper three young women 
who have given themselves to the 
Lord’s work and who assist me 
daily. They are Misses Lola Mae 
Bradshaw, Viola Walden, and 
Fairy Shappard, whose pictures 
aie given here. 

Paul said in Philippians 4:3, 

“And I intreat thee also, true 
yokefeliow, help those women 
which laboured with me in the 
gospel, with Clement also, and 
with other my fellow labourers, 
whose names are in the book of 
life.” 

Paul had good women who la- 
boured with him in the gospel! In 
komans 16:4 and 2 the apostle re- 
ferred to another good woman who 
helped him, as follows: 


“I commend unto you Phebe, 
our sister, whicn is a servant of 
the church which is at Uen- 
chrea:” 
in the srd verse Priscuia and 

Aquila (notice the woman’s namie 
comes first) are called “my helpers 
in Christ Jesus.”’ In the 6th verse 
of the same chapter the apostle 
suys, “Greet Mary, who vestowed 
much labour on us.” 

Paul, the great soul winner, the 
letter writer, had much use for 
women heipers and he valued their 
work highiy. So do I. ‘Phere is no 
place in New Testament Chrisuan- 
ity for the woman who wears the 
pants. ‘there were no women 
preachers, no women pastors ol 
churches in Bible times. But there 
were great numbers of women who 
did personal work, who visited the 
sick, who cared for .ae poor, and 
some who received revelations from 
God as prophetesses. 

The Saviour was followed by a 
group of Godly women who minis- 
tered to Him (Luke 8:1-3) and 
they were faithful in their ministry 
until He was crucified. It was to 
a woman that Jesus said, “go tell 
my disciples and Peter’ when He 
rose from the dead, and since that 
time humble, devout, Christian wo- 
men have been willing to run er- 
rands, carry messages, and carry 
on the work of the gospel as as- 
sistants to preachers. 


These three young women nev- 
er preach, they do not teach men 
nor usurp authority over men in 
the church. They write letters, pre-

Her work was 
good. I prayed her out of a job, 


Lemployed her at the same salary 


and she has helped me ever since. 


When we moved to Dallas in 
July, three years ago, she came 
with us and since that time has 
lived in our home. 


At first Miss Lola Mae was em- 
ployed at a regular salary of so 
much per week. Then when we 
came to Dallas I paid her $9.00 a 
week, her room and board, far less 
than she was worth. Soon she be- 
gan to turn most of her wages 
back into the radio work. Then 
she asked that she be allowed to 
go, as I do, on faith. She insisted 
and eventually I agreed. Since that 
time she has had no regular in- 
come and all these three young 
women serve without regular pay, 
coming to me, as "my own family 
does, for necessities.

GREAT REVIVAL AT PARIS CONTINUES 


Twenty-Five Conversions and Reclamations 
In Sunday Night Service; Many 


Adults Saved — 


This is written Monday after- 
noon and the editor’s heart is hap- 
py over the great revival in Paris. 
The revival has been going on two 
weeks today but the first invitation 
of the revival was given on Sun- 
day, a week ago yesterday. There 
have been something like a hun- 
dred professions of faith and rec- 
lamations, besides many additions 
to the Ramseur Memorial Baptist 
Church and additions to three oth- 
er churches during this time. 


The first Sunday night of the 
meeting we had thirty-four who 
came forward. Last night there 
were twenty-two professions of 
faith during the service, two or 
three others who claimed the Lord 
but did not come forward publicly 
and then another man after the 
service was dismissed, making 
twenty-five in all. 


Last night there were some of 
the happiest cases of conversions 
I ever saw. One was a man fifty 
years old who had never made any 
profession of faith before in his 
life, who came openly trusting 
Christ. His experience was clear 
and definite and he was positive 
in his stand for Christ. After he 
had claimed the Saviour, he went 
back to talk to a friend and begged 
him to come to the Lord, and they

rie together. 

Another man saved was an ex- 
soldier, forty-two years old. When 
he came to the front claiming 
Christ he said, “Brother Rice, I 
went through the war in France. 
How awful it would have been if 


not a Christian.” His wife came 
also and both were very happy. 


This morning in the morning 
service, this man was present, as 
happy as he could be and when I 
gave an opportunity for praises 
he was the first to his feet. He 
said, “I praise the Lord for the 
meeting last night and thank God 
for saving me and my wife. As 
God is my witness, I never had 
thanks in my home in my life until 
this morning, but we are going to 
have thanks at the table every day 
from now on!”

WHY MILLIONS OF CHURCH

kingdom of God. 4. Nicodemus 
saith unto him, How can a man 
be born again when he is old?

his mother’s womb, and be born?

be born of water and of the Spir- 

‘it, he cannot enter into the king- 
dom of God. 6. That which is 
born of the flesh is flesh; and 
that which is born of the Spirit 

is spirit. 7. Marvel not that I 

said unto thee, Ye must be born 

again.” — John 3:1-7. 

Consider this man Nicodemus. 
He was “a ruler of the Jews” 
(verse 1, also John 7:50), that is, 
he was a member of the Sanhedrin, 
the judicial body composed of sev- 
enty-one leading men of the nation 
in the matter of religion. He was 


a nationally known religious man, 
a ruler in religious matters. 

Besides that, he was a Pharisee. 
The Pharisees were the strictest 
kind of religionists, of all the Jews. 
Unlike the Sadducees, they be- 
lieved the Bible, believed in mir- 
acles, the resurrection of the dead, 
etc. (Acts 23:6-8). The Pharisees 
were strict about observance of all 
the Mosaic law. They attended 
services, prayed in public, fasted, 
and were careful observers of the 
moral law. Jesus tells us, in Luke 
18: 11, 12, about the religious life 
of a Pharisee in the following 
words: 

“The Pharisee stood and 
prayed thus with himself, God, 
I thank Thee, that I am not as 
other men are, extortioners, un- 
just, adulterers, or even as this 
publican. 12. I fast twice in the

1:16). In the same chapter Peter 
Says too, that “WE HAVE ALSO

PROPHECY;” and then adds that 
this prophecy came not by the will 
of man but by the Holy Spirit of 
God. 

I John 3:14 says “WE KNOW 
that .we have passed from death 
unto life, because we love the 
brethren.” I John 3:19 says, “And 
hereby WE KNOW that we are 
of the truth, and shall assure our 
hearts before him.” 

The Bible and the Christian re- 
ligion deal in certainties, and it is 
of some of these certainties that 
the pastor will preach Sunday 
morning. Every member and friend 
is urged to hear this sermon which 
should enable you to establish your 
house upon a rock and largely do 
away with doubts, uncertainties, 
and fears in your life. 

Some people alternate between 
hope and despair.

week, I give tithes of all that 

I possess.” 

Jesus did not accuse the Pharisee 
of misrepresenting the matter. 
Evidently that Pharisee was very 
much like all the others. Nicodem- 
us lived the same kind of a life. 
He was a Pharisee. Remember al- 
so that Paul the apostle was a 
Pharisee before his conversion 


(Acts 26:5), and he said he was}. 


“touching the righteousness which 
is in the law, blameless” (Phil. 
3:6). It is obvious, then, that the 
Pharisees were good men, very re- 
ligious men. Nicodemus, who came 
to Jesus by night, was a good, 
clean living, religious minded, 
prayerful, church going man, in 
fact, one of the religious rulers of 
the entire nation. 


Many Religious People Need 
to be Born Again 


I believe Nicodemus was perfect- 
ly sincere in coming to Jesus. I 
have no doubt he was honestly 
trying to live according to the Old 
Testament. He had a sincere re- 
gard for Jesus, and said, “Rabbi, 
we know that thou art a teacher 
come from God: for no man can 


do these miracles that thou doest, 


except God be with him.” But 
without any argument, very blunt- 
ly and positively, Jesus said to 
him, “Except a man be born again, 
he cannot see the kingdom of God.” 
Then again Jesus said in verse 5, 
“Verily, verily, I say unto thee, 
Except a man be born of water 
and of the Spirit, he cannot enter 
into the kingdom of God.” And in 
verse 7 Jesus said, “Marvel not 
that I said unto thee, Ye MUST 
be born again.” 

Here the Saviour plainly teaches 
that many religious people who 
think they are all right are never- 
theless bound for Hell because 
they have never been born again. 
Doubtless there are multitudes of 
people who go to Hell, who thought 
they would go to Heaven. 

Can it be that there are multi- 
tudes of men and women, members 
of churches perhaps, men and wo- 
men who pray, who give their mon- 
ey, who live moral and upright 
lives before men, who will yet be 
condemned and lost forever in Hell 
because they never were born 
again, never had a new heart? 
That is the clear teaching of the 
Saviour here. 

In Matthew 7:13, 14 the Saviour 
tells us: 

“Euter ye in at the strait gate: 
for wide is the gate, and broad is 
the way, that leadeth to destruc- 
tion, and many there be which 
go in thereat: 14. Because strait 
is the gate, and narrow is the 
way, which leadeth unto life, and 
few there be that find it.” 


Here Jesus plainly teaches that 
far more people go to destruction 
and ruin through the wide gate and 
the broad way than go to eternal 
life and happiness through the 
strait gate and the narrow way. 
How sad it is to realize that rela- 
tively far more people go to Hell 
than go to Heaven! 

And in the same chapter, in Mat- 
thew 7:21-23 the Saviour gives us 
the sad account of how many will 
expect to go to Heaven but will be 
disappointed. Some even who have 
prophesied or preached in the name 
of Christ and cast out devils and 
worked miracles, will be kept out- 
Side the kingdom of Heaven be- 
cause they did not do the will of 
the Father in coming to know the 
Son and trusting in Him for the 
new birth. 

“Not every one that saith unto 
me, Lord, Lord, shall enter into 
the kingdom of heaven; but he 
that doeth the will of my Father 
which is in heaven. 22. Many will 
say to me in that day, Lord, 
Lord, have we not prophesied in 
thy name? and in thy name have 
cast out devils? and in thy name 
done many wonderful works ? 
23. And then will I profess unto 
them, I never knew you: depart 
from me, ye that work iniquity.” 
—Matthew 7:21-23.

In the first revival I ever held I 
remember an old man who attend- 
ed the services.

“Why, Broth- 
er Rice, I used to be superintendent 
of a Sunday School. I have prayed 
in public many a time.” I answered 
back, “But that isn’t enough. I 
want to know have you ever had 
a change of heart, have you ever 
been born again?” “Well,” he said, 
“I have always lived a good lite. 
About all I ever did that was 
wrong was to cuss a little bit.” I 
answered, “You might as well say 
you had never done anything but 
kill a few men now and then. You 
are a sinner. Was there ever a 
time when you trusted Christ to 
change your heart and when He 
did and you were born again’”’ His 
old face grew very grave and he 
said, “No, I guess 1 never did.” 
“Then don’t you think it is time 
you had that settled ?’’ I asked him, 
He assented and I will never for- 
get how he kneeled down in the 
straw in that little country brush 
arbor amid the flare of gasoline 
torches and while the people 
prayed, he lifted up his face toward 
God and closed his eyes.

birth but again and again as a bur- 
ial (Rom. 6:4, 5, Col 2:12). John 
3:5 is explained by Titus 3:5. What 
a happy coincidence that the num- 
ber of chapter and verse is the 
Same in the two passages. “Born 
of water and of the Spirit” means 
the same as “the washing of re- 
generation, and renewing of the 
Holy Ghost.” But regeneration 
takes place inside, not outside. It 
is washing of the nature, the soul, 
not a washing of the body. There 
are two parts to salvation, two 
things that happen every time a 
Sinner is saved.

Interesting Article on

per endorsing the modernist, Rev. 
J. M. Dawson of Waco, denying 
the word for word inspiration of 
the Bible in the original manu- 
scripts, slandering and misrepre - 
senting Fundamentalists in their 
stand for the fundamentals of the 
faith. I promise you this will be 
interesting reading when I expose 
these heresies and false doctrines.

names of new converts and those 
who came for membership. Before 
long she was studying her Bible 
and winning souls. While a senior 
in Oak Cliff High School she began 
to help in the office in her spare 
time. We prayed about it and when 
she graduated from High School 
in Jaauary a year ago she came 
to work for me full time. She was 
offered a steady position, with 
nothing like the hard work she has 
with me, for $14.00 a weck, but 
turned it down, feeling that she 
would be happy to spend her time 
in the Lord’s work. She is a fine 
stenographer, an unusually hard 
worker and a good soul winner. 
She likewise receives no regular 
salary, but comes to me for ne- 
cessities, and the Lord provides. 


Miss Fairy Shappard 


Miss Fairy’s home was at Wax- 
ahachie, ‘lexas. When I went there 
four years ago for an independent 
revival campaign she was teaching 
a Class of young women including 
some college giris, in the Furst 
Methodist Uhuich. In the revival 
she attended regularly. Soon I be- 
gan to use her to help take the 
names of new converts. She began 
to do personal work and win souls. 
I baptized her and she became a 
most useful worker in the new 
church which resulted from the 
meeting. 

Later she took a business course 
and prayed that God would open 
the way for her to work in cull 
time retigious work. She regularly 
worked in the Cotton Mills at Wax- 
ahachie and then later had a sten- 
ographic position with the Govern- 
ment. Between times she would 
come to Dallas to help me and Mrs. 
Rice in the Lord’s work. About a 
month ago she and I and the other 
young women in the office cove- 
nanted to pray together that God 
would clearly show his will. 
I did not want her to begin 
a life of self sacrifice like this until 
she was certain in her own heart 
that it was the will of God. We 
prayed that God would show His 
will unmistakably, and He did. The 
next Monday morning she found 
that the Government had discon- 
tinued the work she had been doing 
and that she was without a job. 
She is proving a most faithful, 
earnest and spiritually-minded 
helper. 


A Labour of Love 


With these young women their 
work is a labour of love. ‘hey join 
with me in daily prayer that Wod 
wul provide the money to keep the 
work going. They do not ask for 
themselves more than just the 
needs of each day as it comes, and 
God provides that. They are not 
employed by the church and are 
not paid by the church. I employed 
them, they work under my direc- 
tion, and as God provides the 
means for my work, they share 
it. Their work is as much a mat- 
ter of faith as is mine, and they 
work as hard as I do and it is out 
of love for Jesus Christ and His 
work. Thus far the dear Saviour 
has marvelously cared for us and 
kept the work doing. 

All three of these girls are good 
soul winners. They have won hun- 
dreds of converts. Their zeal, their 
prayerfulness, their knowledge of 
the Scripture, their unceasing ef- 
fort in talking to the lost would 
put many preachers to shame. I 
thank God for their help. 

These girls take down in short- 
hand every letter that I write, ev- 
ery book and pampniet that I print, 
every article printed in this paper, 
The Sword of the Lord. My minis- 
try is multiplied many fold by their 
labour. With seventeen printed 
pamphiets, with mimeographed Bi- 
ble lessons on every book in the 
Bible, with many, many articles 
for the Fundamentalist and other 
papers, with circulars to be pre- 
pared for revivals, announcements 
for the papers, and the ever recur- 
ring task of preparing twenty-five 
long, legal size, typewritten pages 
of copy for this paper every week 
—- you can imagine how impossible 
all this would be without these 
young women’s help. A drawer full 
of manuscripts have already been 
written and are about ready for

Had Jesus meant baptism He 
would have said so but He did not. 
Nicodemus had received many a 
ceremonial washing and Jesus 
plainly told him that such cere- 
monies would not fit him for the 
kingdom of Heaven. He must be 
born again, born of the Spirit and 
washed inside. 

Titus 3:5 says, “Not by works 
of righteousness which we have 
done, but according to his mercy 
Pe saved us, by the washing of 

, and renewing Ot the 
Holy Ghost.” That “washing of re- 
generation” could not be baptism 
because it is “not by works ot 
righteousness which we have 
done.” ‘That washing is what tne 
Saviour does when we tiust Him. 
Now baptism is clearly an act oi 
righteousness, for Jesus said wnch 
He was baptized, ‘:tus it becom- 
eth us to fulfill all righteousness’ 
(Matt. 3:15). Baptism is an aci 
of righteousness which we have 
done. But ‘Titus 3:5 plainly says 
that no such work of righteousness 
which we do can save us but that 
we are saved by the washing ol 
regeneration and renewing o1 the 
Holy Ghost, which are works ot 
God's mercy, not of our righteous- 
ness. 

Any religion that is outside in- 
stead of inside cannot keep a sin- 
ner out of Hell nor prepare him 
for Heaven. Fasting, prayer, 
church work, singing, giving, 
taking the Lord’s Supper, ail 
these good deeds cannot take 
the place of a new heart, a new 
born soul, 
on the church book may please men 
but it does not fool God. It does 
not change His records in Heaven. 
Dipping a sinner does not make 
him a saint and a wet child of 
Satan is as certainly doomed as a 
dry one. It takes more than wa- 
ter to save a sinner, brother, it 
takes blood, the wicod of Christ 
applied to the soul and heart and 
nature so that one is born again 
of the Spirit of God. 


You have been to a Masonic bur- 
ial service or in various other lodg- 
es, you have been taught that if 
one lives a good ‘life and does the 
best he can “the, great Architect 
of the universe” wiil be glad to re- 
ceive you. That doctrine of salva- 
tion by good deeds is the blackest 
lie the Devil ever told and has de- 
ceived and led to eternal doom 
countless millions of lost souls! The 
Saviour answers back, “Except a 
man be born again, he cannot see 
the kingdom of God.” 


Check Up Today, Brother 


No wonder then there are so 
many warnings in the sible. Peter 
tells us, “Make your calling and 
election sure” (Il Peter 1:10). A- 
gain in II Corinthians 13:5 Paul 
said to the church at Corinth, “Ex- 
amine yourselves, whether ye be in 
the faith;”’ The entire book of He- 
brews is full of warnings to those 
who profess to be saved, lest they 
should not really be children of 
God. 


In the parable of the sower, the 
Saviour tells us that some of the 
seed will fall on rocky soil where 
it will spring up. These are they, 
He tells us, who received the Word 
with joy at first, but who really 
have no root in themselves, no 
change of nature or heart. The 
Saviour also tells us of the man 
out of whom the evil spirit went, 
of his own free will, and later 
came back to find his house empty, 
swept, and garnished, and entered 
into it with seven other devils. 
That is the case of a man who 
reforms but has never been born 
again. 

We are reminded that even Ju- 
das, one of the twelve apostles, 
lived with Jesus for three and a 
half years and deceived all the 
apostles. And in all those years 
Jesus alone knew that the man 
never trusted in Him for salvation, 
had never been born again. How 
many, how many warnings there 
are from the Word of God to peo- 
ple who have a form of godliness 


without the power thereof, people, 


who are professors of religion but 
who are not possessors of the Lord 
Jesus Christ, are not born of God. 


How To Be Born Again 


I praise God that in this same 
passage Jesus told Nicodemus how 
to be born again. Jesus said, 


“And as Moses lifted up the

serpent in the wilderness, ever 
so musi the Son of man be lift- 
ed up; 15. That whosoever be- 
lieveth in him should not perish, 
but have eternal life. 16. For God 
so loved the world, that he gave 
his only begotten Son, that who- 
soever believeth in him should 
not perish, but have everlasting 

life.’ — John 3:14-16. 

No child was ever born of it- 
self. God must furnish the change 
of heart. Sinner, God loves you, 
Christ died for you. All you Can 
do, all you need to do, 1s to trust 
the Lord Jesus Christ and “who- 
soever believeth in him should nov 
perish, but have everiasiimg lic.”
